Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  my  Report  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  Borough  during  the  year  1942,  this  being 
my  sixth  Annual  Report  and  the  63rd  of  the  series. 

It  is  again  compiled  in  an  abbreviated  form  for  economical 
reasons  and  more  tables  have  been  omitted.  Happily  there  occurred 
no  untoward  events  of  magnitude  during  this  fourth  year  of  war  to 
affect  adversely  the  Public  Health.  The  services  operated  by  my 
Department  were  utilised  to  an  increasing  extent,  and  as  life  became 
more  complicated  through  rationing  of  man  power,  clothes,  food, 
and  even  time,  and  one  became  more  familiar  with  the  words 
‘  priority,’  ‘  utility  ’  and  ‘  economy  ’  so  the  problems  requiring  solution 
assumed  a  more  varied  and  novel  character. 

The  bogey  of  contagious  disease,  chiefly  scabies,  nurtured  by 
overcrowding,  firewatching  and  billeting,  caused  national  concern 
and  counter-measures  in  the  way  of  new  methods  of  treatment  and 
disinfestation  resulted.  Fortunately  this  trouble  never  assumed 
serious  proportions  locally  as  compared  with  other  not  far  distant 
towns. 

Infectious  diseases  were  again  on  the  whole  quite  low  in 
incidence,  the  greatest  prevalence  being  in  Chicken  Pox  and 
Mumps.  Another  non-notifiable  disease  that  became  troublesome 
to  some  degree  was  Infective  Hepatitis  anent  which  a  short  note  is 
incorporated  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

The  year  saw  the  opening  in  November  of  the  second  War¬ 
time  Nursery  which  at  once  began  to  justify  its  existence. 

In  helping  to  maintain  the  nutrition  of  the  masses,  the  British 
Restaurant  fulfilled  a  useful  role  in  providing  an  average  of  5,000 
meals  a  week,  75%  of  those  partaking  being  imported  and  ordinary 
workers,  and  by  this  means  one  of  the  difficulties  of  billeting  was 
overcome.  The  question  of  Sunday  opening  was  under  considera¬ 
tion  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  Pump  Room  and  Baths  establishment  also  made  its 
important  contribution  towards  helping  to  maintain  good  health  and 
vigour  in  these  times  of  stress. 

Once  again  I  am  glad  to  have  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
voluntary  workers  at  the  Welfare  Centres,  War-time  Nurseries  and 
in  the  Civil  Defence  Casualty  Services,  for  the  valuable  assistance 
they  have  continued  to  render  despite  their  much  restricted  hours 
of  leisure.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  1942 
was  529.  Of  these,  155  were  deaths  of  non-residents.  On  the  other 
hand,  104  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Borough  were  registered 
elsewhere.  The  figures  thus  corrected,  the  nett  number  of  deaths 
belonging  to  the  Borough  was  478,  giving  a  crude  Death-rate  of  12*8 
per  1,000. 

For  the  adjustment  of  the  Death-rate  according  to  the  age  and 
sex  constitution  of  the  population,  the  Registrar- General  has

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  BOROUGH. 

Information  regarding  Nursing  Services,  Treatment  Centres 
and  Clinics,  Hospitals,  Homes  and  Dispensaries,  was  given  in 
the  Annual  Report  for  1930.  Any  alterations  therein  have  been 
reported  from  time  to  time. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  THE  AUTHORITY. 

A  list  of  the  Staff  with  their  qualifications  will  be  found  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Report. 

The  only  change  which  occurred  was  the  departure  in  June  of 
Mr.  Stalworth  to  join  H.M.  Forces. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

These  are  as  described  in  the  report  for  1938. 

AMBULANCE  FACILI1IES. 

These  were  described  in  the  1939  Report. 

In  the  Spring  of  1942,  the  transport  of  Sick  and  Maternity 
cases  to  places  outside  the  Borough  was  taken  over  by  the  Civil 
Defence  Ambulance  Service  under  the  local  control  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  as  First  Aid  Commandant. 

This  operated  as  a  free  service  for  all  eligible  cases. 

The  Police  Ambulances  for  which  a  charge  was  made,  contin¬ 
ued  to  be  responsible  for  transport  of  cases  within  the  Borough. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE . 

This  Sub-Committee  met  monthly  throughout  the  year,  imme¬ 
diately  prior  to  the  Health  Committee. 
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Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

The  Midwives  are  under  the  control  of  the  Warwickshire  County 
Council.  During  1942,  8  Midwives  notified  their  intention  to 
practise  in  the  Borough.  All  were  attached  to  institutions  : — 

Warneford  Hospital  ...  6 

Nursing  Homes  ...  ...  2 


Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

The  arrangements  with  the  Warneford  Hospital  for  the  admission 
of  maternity  cases  remains  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  In  1942, 
17  women  were  so  admitted  under  the  Council’s  scheme,  4  of  whom 
were  evacuees  : — Coventry,  2  ;  London,  2.  In  addition  two  women 
were  admitted  to  the  Butts  Maternity  Home  at  Warwick. 

One  death  occurred  during  the  year  in  consequence  of  child¬ 
birth,  the  cause  of  death  being  : — 

1.  1(a)  Ante  and  Postpartum  Haemorrhage. 

(b)  Placenta  praevia. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  made  by  332  women  at  the 
Ante-natal  Clinic  at  the  Warneford  Hospital  during  the  year  was 
1,343,  an  average  of  4  attendances  per  patient.  The  figures  for  the 
previous  year  were  307  and  1,186  respectively. 

The  issue  of  Clothing  Coupons  for  expectant  mothers  was 
efficiently  performed  by  the  Department  as  during  the  previous  year. 

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

5,058  visits  were  paid  to  infants  and  5,033  to  children  between 
the  age  of  1  and  5  years,  and  also  957  other  visits. 

The  card  records  of  conditions  found  show  the  following : — 
Breast  fed,  279;  partly  breast  fed,  94;  bottle  fed,  111. 
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31  births  notified  within  the  Borough  were  not  visited,  and  27 
of  the  mothers  left  the  town. 

287  visits  were  paid  to  expectant  mothers  as  compared  with 
113  the  previous  year. 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

Hamilton  House ,  Weekly  sessions  were  held  on  Friday  afte»* 
noons  as  previously.  In  addition  mothers  attended  between  9-0 
and  10-30  a.m.  for  test  feeds,  minor  ailments  and  advice  by  the 
health  visitors.  The  morning  attendances  numbered  1,153  for 
babies  and  945  for  toddlers,  the  total  being  2,098  as  compared  with 
1,216  the  previous  year  and  920  in  1940, 

Tho  total  number  of  infants  and  toddlers  seen  during  the  twelve 
months  was  571.  Weighings  numbered  6,908  giving  an  average 
of  138  children  weighed  weekly. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  by  all  children  under  5  years 
of  age  was  7,078,  giving  an  average  weekly  attendance  of  141. 

2,098  treatments  were  given  for  minor  ailments,  etc. 

Of  the  535  births  notified  during  1942,  368  of  these  infants 
attended  the  Welfare  Centre,  representing  68*8%  of  all  the  births  in 
the  town  as  compared  with  63'8%  the  previous  year. 

Dried  Milk  Distribution.  7,017  lbs.  sold  at  cost  price,  69  lbs. 
supplied  free. 

Lillington.  Fortnightly  sessions  on  alternate  Thursday  after¬ 
noons  were  held  during  the  year. 

Attendances  numbered  1,261  giving  an  average  of  48  per  session 
as  compared  with  28  the  previous  year  and  22  in  1940,  the  year  the 
Centre  was  opened.  This  is  evidence  of  the  growing  appreciation 
of  this  subsidiary  Centre. 

CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

The  number  of  Infant  Protection  Visitors  is  2,  both  being 
Health  Visitors  of  the  Local  Authority. 
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The  number  of  persons  on  the  Register  who  were  nursing 
children  for  reward  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  11. 

During  1942,  7  persons  notified  that  they  had  undertaken 
the  charge  of  children.  8  children  were  transferred  to  their  own 
parents  and  one  was  transferred  to  another  town. 

116  visits  were  paid  to  Foster  children  during  the  year. 

Reports  are  furnished  from  time  to  time  regarding  the  suitability 
of  local  persons  who  apply  to  adopt  children  through  the  National 
Adoption  Society. 

The  M.O.H.  acts  as  Honorary  Medical  Officer  of  the  South 
Warwickshire  Branch  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.  and  as  such  attends  all  the 
monthly  meetings. 

The  Society’s  Inspector,  W.  J.  Starr,  has  again  afforded 
valuable  assistance  by  his  close  co-operation  with  the  officers  of  the 
local  authority. 

A  successful  prosecution  was  Undertaken  which  resulted  in  a 
man  receiving  three  months  imprisonment  for  serious  neglect  of  his 
wife  (an  expectant  mother)  and  his  young  children. 

ULTRA  VIOLET  LIGHT  CLINIC. 

This  is  held  on  two  mornings  a  week  at  the  Health  Department, 
46  school  children,  and  26  children  under  school  age  availing  them¬ 
selves  of  the  facilities  offered.  Those  under  school  age  made  a 
total  of  635  attendances,  being  an  average  of  24  per  child. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

During  the  year  under  the  arrangement  with  the  Warneford 
Hospital  112  cases  received  treatment,  42  of  which  were  children 
under  school  age.  In  addition,  early  cases  of  rickets  are  treated  at 
the  Council’s  Ultra-Violet  Light  Clinic,  and  cod  liver  oil,  splints, 
and  surgical  boots  and  irons  provided  for  necessitous  cases  free  of

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  sources  of  the  Town’s  water  were  as  described  for  previous 
years,  supplemented  to  a  small  extent  by  supplies  from  outside  the 
Borough. 

Monthly  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination,  and  generally  proved  satisfactory,  though  at 
one  period  of  the  year  the  bacteriological  analysis  indicated 
contamination  as  regards  one  of  the  sources  of  supply. 


Close  co-operation  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  between 
the  Waterworks  Engineer  and  the  M.O.H.  in  relation  to  all  matters 
directly  or  indirectly  liable  to  affect  the  purity  of  the  water. 

For  1942  the  daily  consumption  was  26'3  gallons  per  head  as 
against  25’22  in  1941. 


In  addition,  river  water  to  the  amount  of  1’3  gallons  per  head 
was  supplied  to  residents,  or  including  that  to  Railway  Companies, 
4' 5  gallons  per  head. 


The  Manager  of  the  Pump  Rooms  reports  that  the  small 
swimming  bath  was  again  kept  open  during  the  Winter  months. 
The  total  number  of  those  using  both  baths  during  the  twelve 
months  ended  31st  December,  1942,  was  51,852.  The  average 
attendance  per  week  during  the  Summer  season  (May  to  September) 
was  2,204,  and  during  the  Winter  season,  116. 


There  are  no  privately-owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the 
area  open  to  the  public.  Frequent  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examinations  of  the  swimming  baths  water  were  made  during  the 
year  and  proved  satisfactory. 
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RIVERS. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  under  review. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

A  full  report  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme,  which  is  by 
means  of  Settlement  Tanks  and  Filters  on  land  at  Heathcote, 
was  contained  in  the  report  for  1929.  During  the  year,  the  general 
character  of  the  sewage  effluent  was  satisfactory,  and  no  complaints 
were  received.

Local  butchers’  shops  however,  continued  to  be 
subjected  to  routine  inspection.

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Four  samples  of  milk  taken  from  a  producer  on  delivery  to  a 
retailer  contained  3%,  5%,  7%  and  11*6%  of  added  water  respectively. 
The  last  sample  was  found  to  be  accommodation  milk  from  another 
producer  and  this  milk  had  also  been  mixed  with  4he  first  three 
samples.  Both  these  producers  resided  outside  the  Borough  and 
the  case  was  handed  on  to  the  County  Council.  The  producer 
of  the  milk  which  had  contained  11*6%  of  added  water  was 
subsequently  prosecuted  and  fined  £8. 

Three  samples  from  a  producer  were  found  to  contain  2%,  3% 
and  4%  respectively  of  added  water  and  three  samples  from  another 
producer  also  contained  added  water  to  the  extent  of  2%  3%  and  4%. 

The  Freezing  Points  of  five  out  of  the  six  samples  were  well 
within  the  limits  of  genuine  milk  and  it  was  decided  to  caution  the 
producers  in  each  case. 

One  sample  of  milk  from  a  retailer  proved  to  contain  9%  of 
added  water  and  five  samples  taken  from  the  producer  on  delivery 
to  the  retailer  contained  7%,  6%,  6%  and  3%  of  added  water  respec¬ 
tively  and  one  was  30%  deficient  in  fat.  In  this  case  three  “  appeal 
to  the  cow  ”  samples  were  taken  and  two  of  these  were  found  to  be 
slightly  below  the  limit  in  non-fatty  solids.  The  producer  was 
cautioned.  Subsequent  samples  from  this  producer  were  genuine. 

One  informal  sample  of  milk  which  was  found  to  be  6%  defi¬ 
cient  in  fat  was  followed  up  by  a  formal  sample  which  contained 
8%  of  added  water.  A  sample  from  the  producer  of  this  milk 
proved  to  contain  1%  of  added  water  and  he  was  cautioned.  A 
subsequent  sample  was  found  to  be  genuine. 

An  informal  sample  containing  2%  of  added  water  was  followed 
by  a  formal  sample  which  was  found  to  be  genuine. 

Four  Samples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat  to  the 
extent  of  20%,  13%,  10%  and  10%  respectively  and  in  each  case  the 
vendor  was  cautioned. 

An  informal  sample  of  Egg  Substitute  for  which  it  was  claimed 
that  it  “  contains  yolk  of  eggs  ”  was,  upon  analysis,  found  to  contain 
only  1%  of  dried  egg.  Upon  an  attempt  being  made  to  purchase  a 
formal  sample  it  was  found  that  the  product  had  been  withdrawn 
from  the  market. 

Two  samples  of  Orange  Substitute  for  which  a  claim  was 
made  that  f  of  a  teaspoonful  with  8  teaspoonfuls  of  water  were 
equal  to  one  orange  was  found  not  to  contain  dried  orange  juice. 
The  manufacturers  were  warned  and  agreed  to  alter  the  label. 

Another  sample  of  Orange  Substitute  bore  a  misleading  label 
and  the  manufacturer  was  cautioned.

Infective  Hepatitis. — This  disease,  the  etiology  of  which 
is  obscure,  is  not  as  yet  notifiable.  It  made  its  appearance  in 
January,  first  in  the  Lillington  area  amongst  children  and  later 
spread  to  other  parts  of  the  town  and  becoming  to  a  small  extent 
almost  endemic  over  a  period  of  months  and  gradually  disappeared. 
Although  mainly  confined  to  children  ot  school  age,  young  adults 
in  several  instances  also  contracted  the  disease. 
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Information  was  forthcoming  that  surrounding  localties  were 
also  involved  to  a  small  degree.  Not  infrequently  two  or  more 
members  of  a  family  suffered  about  the  same  time  or  in  rotation. 
The  illness  was  characterised  usually  by  fairly  sudden  onsets  of 
abdominal  pain,  nausea  or  vomiting  and  some  rise  of  temperature, 
followed  generally  after  two  or  three  days  or  even  a  week  later  by 
varying  degrees  of  jaundice  which  occasionally  persisted  to  a  per¬ 
ceptible  extent  for  some  weeks.  Enlargement  of  the  spleen  was 
detected  at  times  and  once  or  twice  after  apparently  complete 
recovery.  Although  one  would  have  wished  to  compile  more  exact 
data  by  a  more  comprehensive  investigation  of  the  infection,  this 
was  rendered  impossible  through  pressure  of  routine  and  other  work. 

It  is  roughly  estimated  that  there  were  between  thirty  and  forty 
cases  during  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Ministry  were  contemplating  making 
this  disease  notifiable  temporarily  in  some  specified  areas  in  order 
to  carry  out  an  intensive  enquiry  into  the  causation  of  the  illness 
and  its  mode  of  transmission. 

CHICKEN  Pox.-— The  number  of  cases  was  81,  as  against  77 
in  1941.  This  is  very  probably  an  under-statement  because  this 
disease  is  not  notifiable. 

MUMPS. — 105  cases  were  reported  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This 
also  is  not  a  notifiable  disease.

HEATHCOTE  HOSPITAL  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

During  the  year,  148  cases  were  admitted,  which,  when  added 
to  the  7  remaining  in  Hospital  on  1st  January,  1942,  gave  a  total 
of  155  cases  under  treatment  during  the  twelve  months.  This  is  37 
less  than  in  1941.  Four  deaths  occurred  during  the  twelve 
months. 

The  yearly  average  admissions  for  the  last  decennium  was  253, 

and  for  the  previous  one,  123.  The  number  remaining  in  Hospital

Scarlet  Fever. — The  number  of  admissions  was  60,  of 
which  26  were  males,  and  34  females. 

Two  cases  admitted  from  Warwick  Hospital  were  under  treat¬ 
ment  for  fractures  of  the  leg.  Another  had  an  open  operation 
wound,  whilst  a  fourth  from  Southam  had  severe  impetigo  of  the 
whole  of  the  scalp.  ' 

No  serious  complications  occurred  in  any  of  the  cases  under 
treatment  as  a  result  of  the  Scarlatinal  infection.  Cervical  adenitis 
in  two  instances  progressed  to  abscess  formation  which  necessitated 
incision. 

Desquamation  was  observed  in  various  degrees  in  only  24,  or 
30%  of  the  cases. 
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Of  the  only  two  reported  to  have  had  Scarlatina  previously, 
one  aged  17  was  said  to  have  suffered  from  two  earlier  attacks  at 
ages  of  7  and  10,  whilst  the  other  aged  7  had  his  first  attack  when  4 
years  old.  Only  one  doubtful  return  case  occurred  5  weeks  after 
the  discharge  home  of  the  primary  case. 

Intramuscular  injections  of  Scarlatinal  anti-toxin  in  doses  vary¬ 
ing  from  5  to  20  c.cm.  were  administered  in  10  instances,  in  one  of 
which  occurred  a  serum  rash  and  joint  pains  with  pyrexia  on  the 
17th  day  after  injection.

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DIPHTHERIA. — -53  cases  were  admitted,  of  which  24  were 
males  and  29  females.  There  was  one  case  of  the  laryngeal  type 
which  recovered  without  operation.  One  contact  was  admitted  and 
one  carrier.  The  four  fatal  cases,  one  of  whom  was  in  hospital  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  were  aged  8  years,  10  years,  3  years,  and 
9  months,  and  died  on  the  12th,  10th,  6th  and  12th  days  respectively 
after  admission  to  hospital.  They  were  all  cases  of  rapidly  spread¬ 
ing  faucial  diphtheria  with  copious  discharges  and  cervical  cellulitis. 
The  youngest  had  broncho-pneumonia  in  addition  when  admitted. 
None  of  the  above  had  been  immunised.  Of  the- remainder,  10  had 
received  immunising  doses,  one  of  T.A.F.  3  years  previously,  and 
the  others  of  A.P.T.  at  intervals  between  2  months  and  18  months 
before  admission.  One  aged  two  could  reasonably  be  regarded  as  a 
carrier  suffering  from  typical  follicular  tonsillitis.  Apart  from  one 
aged  17,  the  others  were  6,  7,  or  8  years  old.  Although  some  tem¬ 
porary  paralytic  complications  occurred  in  two  cases,  on  the  whole 
the  symptoms  did  not  give  rise  to  anxiety,  the  impression  being 
formed  that  the  partial  immunisation  had  modified  the  illness.  Three 
of  those  admitted  from  Warwick  Hospital  were  under  treatment  for 
frasture  of  tibia,  spastic  paraplegia  and  spinal  caries,  the  last-named 
presenting  a  special  problem  of  its  own.  Of  6  in  which  jaundice 
was  a  symptom,  3  could  be  definitely  regarded  as  having  acute 
infective  hepatitis,  a  disease  endemic  in  the  locality  during  the  year. 
There  were  no  return  cases  following  discharge.

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Most  of  the  Tonsillitis  cases  were  sent  in  as  Diphtheria  and  a 
few  as  suspected  Scarlet  Fever.

Of  the  cases  notified  this  year,  2  have  left  the  town,  10  have 
died.  One  case  was  removed  from  the  register  as  quiescent  and  27 
remain  under  observation. 


Control  of  Tuberculosis. — Our  work  continues  to  be  of 
the  same  character  as  in  past  years.  Disinfectant  is  supplied 
on  application,  and  the  disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out 
whenever  a  patient  dies  or  removes  to  another  house. 
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Treatment. — This  work  comes  principally  under  the  County 
Scheme.  21  cases  (18  males  and  3  females)  have  been  sent  to 
Hertford  Hill  Sanatorium ;  one  patient  was  treated  at  the  Warwick 
Hospital ;  8  at  the  Warneford  Hospital ;  one  at  Royal  Naval 
Hospital,  Chatham,  and  one  at  the  Royal  Cripples’  Hospital, 
Birmingham. 

As  in  previous  years,  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Assistant 
Tuberculosis  Officer  (Dr.  Cyriax)  for  his  help,  more  especially 
in  the  examination  of  suspected  cases  among  School  Children. 

406  visits  were  paid  to  Tuberculosis  cases  by  the  Health 
Visitors.  20  cases  were  notified  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer 

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1930. —

Notifications  on  31st  December,  1942,  was  as  under: —

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VENEREAL  DISEASES  TREATMENT  SCHEME. 

The  County  is  the  responsible  authority  for  this  purpose. 

In  April  a  course  of  four  lectures  followed  by  discussion  was 
given  at  the  Pump  Rooms  under  the  auspices  of  the  British  Social 
Hygiene  Council. 

DISINFECTION  OF  PREMISES,  BEDDING,  ETC. 

Premises. — The  disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out  after 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  any  other 
cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  where  the  medical  practitioner 
especially  desires  disinfection.  Also  after  deaths  from  notifiable  and 
non-notifiable  diseases  and  other  cases  if  deemed  necessary. 

The  two  main  methods  adopted  for  the  disinfection  of  rooms  are 
by  gaseous  and  liquid  disinfectants.  As  to  which  method  is  used  is 
a  matter  of  expediency. 

Formalin  gas  is  used  for  the  former  and  for  liquid  disinfection 
a  formalin  spray  is  utilised. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.— One  Council  house  and  3 
other  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs  during  the 
year,  and  all  were  disinfested.  The  method  employed  in  each  case 
was  to  spray  the  woodwork  during  and  after  removal,  with  liquid 
insecticide  (either  “  Zaldecide  ”  or  “  Lawvercide  ”),  and  to  follow 
this  by  fumigating  the  room  with  disinfestator  blocks  (“  Fumoid”). 
The  tenants  were  able  to  remain  in  occupation  whilst  this  was 
being  done. 

No  instances  of  re-infestation  have  been  reported. 

CLOTHING. — Disinfection  of  this  is  carried  out  at  the  Corpor¬ 
ation  Disinfecting  Station.  Infected  clothing,  etc.,  is  removed  by  a 
special  van  before  the  disinfection  of  the  premises. 

A  Washington- Lyons  disinfecting  apparatus  is  used  for  this 
work.  Leather  goods,  etc.,  which  do  not  stand  disinfection  by  steam, 
are  set  aside  and  treated  either  by  the  gaseous  method  or  the  formalin 
spray. 

Books  are  subjected  to  formalin  vapour. 

In  April  the  Health  Committee  approved  the  recommendation 
that  a  trailer  be  provided  for  use  in  conjunction  with  the  depart¬ 
mental  van. 

The  employment  of  the  latter  for  the  dual  purpose  of  convey¬ 
ing  otherwise  clean  bedding  from  cases  of  ordinary  infectious 
diseases  in  addition  to  verminous  blankets,  etc.,  was  obviously 
undesirable. 

The  Borough  Engineer  was  accordingly  able  at  economical 
cost  to  improvise  a  serviceable  trailer  to  be  used  for  transporting 
vermin-infested  articles  only.

The  observing  and  recording  of  Meteorological  conditions  in  the 
Borough  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year.

(2)  A  Campbell- Stokes  Sunshine  Recorder. 

(3)  A  Wind  Vane  and  Anemometer. 


In  The  Pump  Room  Gardens. 

(4)  A  Stevenson’s  Screen,  containing  a  Hygrometer  and  a 
Maximum  and  a  Minimum  Thermometer. 


(5)  One  Terrestrial  Radiation  Thermometer. 

(6)  One  8in.  Rain  Gauge  (Meteorological  Office  Pattern)  with 

Measuring  Glass. 

(7)  One  Earth  Thermometer  at  a  depth  of  1  foot. 

(8)  One  Earth  Thermometer  at  a  depth  of  4  feet. 


The  Station  is  recognised  by  the  Meteorological  Office,  and 
a  monthly  report  was  sent  throughout  the  year.
